Small  Boat  Suggestions 

Before  going  out  in  a small  row  boat,  sail 
boat  or  motor  boat,  CHECK  THE  WEATH- 
ER. 

The  law  requires  that  a small  boat  regard- 
less of  size  when  driven  by  a motor,  including 
an  outboard  motor,  must  have  aboard  a life 
preserver  or  buoyant  cushion  for  each  person 
(including  children)  on  board.  There  is  a 
$100.00  fine  per  person  for  both  owner  and 
occupant. 

Keep  the  life  preservers  on  the  small 
children  at  all  times. 

It  is  well  to  inform  someone  that  you  are 
going  out  in  a boat  and  about  when  you  are 
returning  and  also  the  names  of  others  going 
with  you.

Hints  For  Eastham  Visitors 

CALL  AT  TOWN  HALL  . . . 

First,  call  at  Town  Hall  where  you  can  get  your  shell  fish  or  fishing  license  and  inquire 
about  marina  rentals  for  small  boats  in  Eastham's  Marina  at  Rock  Harbor.  Ask  also 
about  charges  for  use  of  beaches  in  National  Seashore.  It  might  be  wise  to  register 
your  name  and  cottage  location  in  case  of  emergency. 

THEN  THE  VISITOR  CENTER  . . . 

Next,  we  suggest  a visit  to  the  National  Seashore  Visitors  Center,  located  off  Route  6 
above  Salt  Pond.  Here  Park  personnel  can  answer  questions  and  exhibits,  movies  and 
pamphlets  will  give  you  a better  picture  of  Cape  Cod  in  general  and  Eastham  in 
particular,  than  days  of  hit  or  miss  wandering.  Alongside  the  Center  is  the  now  famous 
outdoor  amphitheater  where  lectures  and  musical  entertainment  is  scheduled  all 
summer — programs  are  available  at  the  Center. 

THOSE  GREAT  "DO-NOTHING  DAYS"  . . . 

Swimming,  sun  bathing  and  just  plain  loafing  on  the  beach  are  one  of  the  features  of 
summertime  at  Eastham.

"A  BICYCLE  BUILT  FOR  TWO"  . . .

OVERCOMING  THE  ENERGY  CRISIS  AND  INFLATION 
IN  SIX  EASY(?)  STEPS. 


This  recipe,  if  followed  faithfully,  will  guarantee 
the  above.  It  evolves  around  the  preparation  of 
a six  course  dinner  obtained  almost  entirely 
within  the  Eastham  area. 

Preparation:  while  registering  at  the  town  hall, 
which  you  should  do  to  make  it  easier  to  find 
you  in  case  of  emergency,  obtain  a shell  fish 
license.  Beg,  borrow  or  buy  a quahaug  rake  and 
a pail  . . . preferably  one  with  a perforated 
bottom. 

First  and  second  course:  Sunday  morning,  if  the 
tides  are  right,  (refer  to  shell  fish  chart)  go  to 
the  Salt  Pond  on  Route  Six,  near  the  town  hall, 
and  get  your  prescribed  quota  of  quahaugs.  If 
unfamiliar  with  the  procedure  of  quahauging, 
ask  the  shell  fish  warden  ...  he  is  most  accom- 
modating. Separate  the  small  ones  (cherry  stones) 
from  the  largest,  which  are  the  grand-daddies  of 


the  same  family.  Scrub  well  and  refrigerate  until 
ready  to  use.  You  now  have  the  makings  of 
cherry  stones  on  the  half  shell,  baked  stuffed 
quahaugs  (clams  casino),  and  quahaug  chowder. 
Refer  to  recipe  page  for  the  methods  used.  If 
you  are  the  'cordon  bleu'  type  and  would  like 
to  experiment  with  something  a little  different, 
try  blue  mussels  in  garlic  butter.  And  where 
do  you  find  them?  A good  place  is  Nauset  Marsh, 
along  its  myriad  banks  and  channels.  In  obtain- 
ing mussels  you  may  well  be  knee  deep,  and 
deeper,  in  the  gooey  sediment  of  the  marsh.  At 
this  time  a flat  bottomed  boat  would  be  helpful 
. . . something  to  lean  on  when  the  going  gets 
tough.  Read  the  recipe  page  for  one  of  the  most 
enjoyable  appetizers  you  can  serve. 

Third  course:  striped  bass  salad.  For  this  one 
save  your  bass  fish  heads  and  refer  to  recipe 
page.

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Fourth  course:  flounder,  available  in  parts  of  the 
Nauset  Marsh,  and  other  nearby  waters  and 
striped  bass.  Try  surf  casting  in  the  outer  beach. 
Usually  a sure  thing  if  you  go  out  with  the 
Eastham  Captains  out  of  Rock  Harbor.  Refer  to 
recipe  page  for  several  methods  of  preparation. 

Fifth  course:  (if  you  have  room)  Cranberry  crunch 
with  whipped  cream.  Refere  to  recipes. 

Now  for  the  final  course:  (the  kids  will  hate  me 
for  this).  You  and  the  missus  have  done  all  the 


work.  Let  the  kids  wash  the  dishes  and  you  two 
go  out  to  the  bay  side  and  watch  the  glorious 
sunset  over  the  target  ship  in  the  bay,  or  drive 
out  to  the  ocean  side  and  listen  to  the  pounding 
of  the  surf  and  just  enjoy  a "do  nothing"  eve- 
ning. It  has  been  a good  day  and  it  hasn't  cost 
you  too  much,  and  the  energy  involved  hasn't 
measured  in  gallons  at  so  much  per  gallon  . . . 
and  if  you  don't  turn  on  your  television  set  you 
will  completely  forget  about  the  many  faceted 
crises  waiting  for  you  at  home  . . . and  you  will 
sleep  like  a Cape  Codder.

SALT  MAKING 

Eastham  at  one  time  had  as  many  as 
fifty  salt-making  plants.  The  salt-making 
business  reached  its  peak  about  1830 
when  western  and  foreign  salt  started 
coming  in  and  the  price  of  pine  lumber 
from  Maine,  used  for  making  vats,  in- 
creased prohibitively.  Dr.  Palfrey  at  the 
Bicentennial  in  Barnstable,  in  1839 
spoke  of  voyaging  20  miles,  south  of 
Provmcetown,  along  a shore  which 
seemed  built  of  salt  vats.  At  that  time 
it  took  more  than  300  gallons  of  sea 
water  to  make  a bushel  of  salt,  and 
coiled  down,  was  worth  $8.00.  Solar 
evaporation  of  salt  was  patented  in  1799 
by  a Dennis  man. 


AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS 

Indians  raised  quantities  of  corn  in 
tastham  on  what  was  called  the  Plains 
of  Nauset,  and  white  settlers  produced 
it  for  export.  From  one  to  three  thousand 
bushels  were  sold  from  the  town  in 
some  years.  Single  farms  raised  as  much 
as  five  hundred  bushels  of  grain,  and  a 
yield  of  800  bushels  was  credited  to  one 
farm.  As  late  as  1920  there  were  1700 

fk?!  ^'th  hardly  a vegetable  mould, 
that  had  once  produced  corn  and  wheat 

A,  TP'e°f  decades  after  the  landing 
of  the  Pilgrims,  people  in  Plymouth 
senously  considered  transplanting  the 
whole  Plymouth  Colony  to  the  flat  and 
sea  girt  town  of  Eastham,  largely  because 
of  the  fertile  acres.

In  1838  three  lighthouses  were  erected  on  the  Atlantic  side  of  town,  about  1 mile 
north  of  Nauset  Harbor,  which  have  proved  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  vessels  coming 
into  Boston  Harbor  from  foreign  countries,  or  passing  around  the  Cape — as  no  one 
has  been  shipwrecked  on  this  part  of  the  shore  since  they  were  built,  which  was 
frequently  the  case  before.  Captain  Michael  Collins,  the  present  keeper  of  the  light, 
recommended  that  they  be  built  in  this  place,  (this  was  written  in  1844)

Appetizers:  cherry  stones  on  the  half  shell;  baked  stuffed  quahaugs;  mussels  in  garlic 
butter 

Chowder:  quahaug  of  course 

Entrees:  striped  bass  (baked  stuffed  or  steaked) ; flounder  (pan  fried  or  stuffed  and  baked) 
Dessert:  cranberry  crunch  with  whipped  cream 


Stuffed  quahaugs:  this  is  a basic  recipe  and  the  quantity  would  vary  with  the  luck 
you  have  at  Salt  Pond  or  wherever  you  find  them.  However  15  or  20  quahaugs  would 
do  nicely.  Therefore,  use  the  largest  of  the  quahaugs  and  after  scrubbing  well  add 
enough  water  to  just  cover  them  and  bring  to  a boil,  until  the  shells  open.  Strain 
and  separate,  saving  the  broth.  Put  bodies  through  coarse  grinder  or  chop  very  fine 
and  set  aside.  In  heavy  kettel  try  out  a Va  pound  of  salt  pork,  add  same  amount  of 
butter  or  oleo.  To  this  add  (also  coarse  ground  or  finely  chopped,  two  green  peppers, 
three  stalks  of  celery,  one  medium  sized  onion  and  saute  till  done.  To  this  add 
chopped  quahaugs  with  the  broth,  stir  well  and  simmer  about  five  minutes.  Take  off 
heat  and  add  either  bread  crumbs  or  crushed  Ritz  crackers  until  you  obtain  a stiff 
consistency.  Fill  smaller  size  shells,  sprinkle  bacon  bits  and  brown  in  broiler.  Serve 
piping  hot.  This  method  will  lend  itself  well  to  freezing  for  future  use. 

Mussels  in  garlic  butter:  these  may  be  steamed,  or  boiled,  and  eaten  very  much  like 
steamers,  although  they  are  a good  deal  richer  and  a few  will  go  a long  way.  They 
do,  however,  make  delicious  hors  d oeuvres.  After  steaming  open,  remove  the  orange 
colored  bodies  and  marinate  in  garlic  butter  and  serve  hot  on  toast  or  crackers  with 
a toothpick.  To  make  garlic  butter  marinate  garlic  cloves  in  butter  overnight  and  use 
as  needed.  To  freeze  mussels  cover  with  liquid  (melted)  butter  in  small  portions 
and  reheat  as  needed. 

Quahaug  chowder:  steam  quahaugs  until  they  open,  strain  and  separate  bodies  from 
broth  and  set  aside.  Try  out  Va  pound  salt  pork,  add  Va  pound  butter,  add  two  cups 
chopped  or  sliced  onions,  and  saute  until  light  brown,  stir  in  4 tbs.  flour  and  cook, 
using  low  heat.  Add  quahaug  broth  and  a quart  of  diced  potatoes,  bring  to  a boil. 
When  potatoes  are  done,  add  two  quarts  of  hot  milk,  Vi  pint  of  cream.  Add  one 
quart  of  chopped  quahaugs  last  of  all . . . season  to  taste  and  simmer  about  five  minutes. 
Do  not  boil.  Serve  with  crackers.  The  chowder  will  taste  mu'ch  better  the  next  day. 
Striped  bass  salad:  you  have  saved  the  heads,  tails  and  the  flanks  of  the  bass  caught. 
Cover  with  water  and  bring  to  boil,  and  let  stand  in  its  own  broth  until  cool.  Then 
pick  out  the  chunks  of  white  meat,  being  sure  to  remove  all  bones.  By  adding 
shredded  lettuce  or  celery  and  mayonnaise  this  will  make  a sandwich  spread.  Also 
mound  it  on  a bed  of  lettuce,  surround  it  with  quartered  tomatoes,  hard  boiled  eggs, 
ripe  olives,  carrots,  radish  buds,  sliced  cucumbers,  and  your  favorite  dressing,  and 
it's  a meal  in  itself.

Entrees:  here  you  have  several  choices.  The  bass  may  be  stuffed  (any  commercial 
stuffing)  whole  and  baked  with  bacon  or  salt  pork  slices  to  keep  it  seif  basting,  or 
it  may  be  steaked  and  broiled  over  an  open  fire  ...  or  in  your  own  oven.  When 
steaking,  use  bass  over  ten  pounds  for  best  results,  cutting  steaks  about  three  quarters 
of  an  inch  thick.  Smaller  bass  may  be  baked  whole,  seasoned,  buttered  and  wrapped 
in  foil  at  375°  ...  a glassful  of  white  wine  before  baking  will  add  to  the  flavor. 
Flounder  may  be  fileted,  dredged  in  flour,  and  pan  fried  and  served  with  tartar  sauce 
for  a delicious  dish.  A little  more  work  but  very  satisfying  is  baked  stuffed  flounder. 
Take  the  smaller  of  the  filets,  using  a commercial  stuffing,  add  scallops,  lobster  or 
chopped  shrimp.  Place  filets  on  greased  sheet  pan,  cover  each  with  the  stuffing  and 
place  other  filets,  sandwich  style.  Cover  with  aluminum  foil  aand  bake  about  thirty 
minutees  at  375°  . . .the  last  five  minutes  uncovered.  Add  a spoonful  of  sherry 
flavored  cream  sauce  ...  or  Newburg  if  available,  to  enhance  the  flavor.  Mm  mm  mm 
good. 

Dessert:  cranberry  crunch  with  whipped  cream,  simple  to  make  and  excellent.  Mix 
together  one  cup  uncooked  rolled  oats,  V2  cup  of  flour,  and  one  cup  of  brown  sugar. 
Cut  in  V2  cup  of  butter  until  crumbly.  Place  one  half  mixture  in  an  8 by  8 sheet  pan. 
Cover  with  two  cups  cranberry  sauce.  Top  with  balance  of  mixture.  Bake  forty-five 
minutes  at  350°.  Cut  into  squares  and  while  still  hot  and  serve  with  ice  cream  or 
whipped  cream.
